THE FAMOUS CASE 
DRAGS SLOWLY ON 
Hearing Is Expected To 
Occupy Most of the ~ 
Next Week. 


Montreal, Oct. 5—The case in which 
David Russell alleges the Pinkerton 
detective agency conspired to have 
him placed in an asylum is nearing 
the end, The defence is making 
marked progress with its reply to the 
charges and it is expected all the evi- 


dence will be in by tomorrow and 
Justice Archer may take the case in 
deliberation on Saturday, 

This morning Slegred Bush, form- 
erly in the employ of Mr, Russell, as 
a clerk, occupied the witness stand 


for the whole sitting, Tle was called 
to deny the claim of plaintiff that the 
witness had been used to help carry 
out a conspiracy. A latge number 
of documents were produced and read 
to the witness who acknowledged thoy 
were the reports he niade to Mr, Rus- 
sell of his investigation relative vo 
the plaintiffs expressed conviction 
that'a plot was being hatched for hia 
undoing. These reports, sald Buss, 
were correct, and they were to the 
effect that no trace of conspiracy 
could be found 

Russell discharged him on Deecem- 
er 19, 1911, when he charged that 
Bush was being used by the conspira- 
tors against him, and because he re- 
fused to make a written statement 
of the whole case, 

Russell Threatened Him, 

“Russell threatened’’ added w tne, .. 
“that he would: have ave “wtrrew ied ite. 
I would not make a confession.’

“A confession,” replied Bush, “that

Counsel—"Were you mixed up on 
any plot or any conspiracy?” 

“I certainly was not,” replied the 
witness, who In the course of a long 
cross-cxamination matntained his 
stand and reasserted that the reports 
he made to Russell from time to 
time. on the case were faithful and 
true presentations of facts as he hart 
discovered them. He asserted these 
reports had heen distorted by us- 
sell apparently to humor his own 


fancy about a conspiracy, and when 
he would not make a full statemeat 
of the whole case when requested by 
Mr. Russell, he (Bush) sald he did 
not think it necessary. He told the 
piaintifY he would tell him or his law- 
yer everything they wanted to know, 
but he felt if he made a written re* 
port he might Inadvertentiy leave out 
something which might be used 
against him.

There was a steady but slow fire (rom 
the ships until dusk last night, and 
shots also came from the torts in 
the town. The French steamer Ta- 
fana took a delegation from Djerba to 
the scene of hostilities. Among the 
party was the French consul-general, 
M Leon, who made several ineffec- 
tual attempts to land, The Tafana 
was stopped about ten. miles from 
Tripoli by a boat from. the cruiser 
Varese, which ordered her to return, 
but she remained for more than an 
hour, even creeping in closer to the 
blockaded town, The white buildings 
of Tripoli could be plainly seen and 
the whole field of operations was un- 
folded before the watchers Officers 
of the Varese explained that the 
battle had been delayed because Ad- 
miral Aubrey, commander of the 
Italian fleet, had received a request 
from the Tripoli garrison for another 
day's grace and gave the garrison an 
extra few hours,
